Reasons 

(1) It is recognized that the inventions described in the 
following Claims of the instant application could be easily made by a 
person ordinarily skilled in the art to which die inventions pertain, on the 
basis of the inventions described in the following publications or the 
inventions that were made publicly available through an electric 
telecommunication lines distributed in Japan or foreign countries prior to 
filing of this application. Therefore, the instant application cannot be 
allowed under the proviso of Article 29(2) of the Patent Act. 

(2) It is recognized that the instant application does not 
comply with the requirements provided in Article 36(6), Item 2 of the 
Patent Act in the statements of Claims in the following points.

<Reason 1> 
Claims: 8 to 17 
Cited References: 1 to 3 
Remarks; 

Regarding medicinal effects of papaya, the cited references 
respectively disclose that papaya is useful as a diuretic, anthelmintic and 
for the therapy of bilious conditions, dyspepsia, digestive disorder, 
cancers, tumors, asthma, rheumatism, psoriasis, ringworm and the like 
(the cited reference 1, p. 1-3, particularly "Medicinal Properties: Use" of 
p. 2); that papaya is useful for the therapy of cardiac disease, kidney 
disease, diabetes, anemia, astriction, lactogenic action, toxic cystitis by 
fish, athlete's foot, tinea and the like (the cited reference 2, paragraph 
[0002]); and that papaya purifies the blood by eliminating action for toxin, 
has nutrient which promotes normalizing effect and natural healing 
ability, alleviates pain, conditions stomach and intestine, contains 
immunity and growing component of human, is useful for the treatment 
or prevention of disease and contributes in major way to maintain the 
health (the cited reference 3, paragraph [001 1]). 

Therefore, to apply a component derived from papaya for the 
treatment and prevention of these known conditions can be readily made 
by a person skilled in the art. 

Claims: 1 to 7

Remarks; 

As described in the cited reference 4, it is routine work for a 
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person skilled in the art that heating and cooling are repeated and 
filtration is performed to prepare juice or puree from fruit. 

In the cited reference 5, it is described that the extract from 
pulp of papaya is obtained at about 87 to 100 *C (correspond to boiling of 
the instant application). 

Therefore, the inventions of the above-mentioned claims can 
be readily made by a person skilled in the art on the basis of the 
descriptions of the cited references 4 and 5. 

Also, the medicinal effects of papaya are described in the cited 
references 1 to 3 as mentioned above. 

<Reason 2> 

Claims: 1,4, 11, 16 and 17 

The expression describing optionally additional matter or 
selective matter together with the word of "preferably" or "particularly" 
renders the scope of the invention mdefinite. 

(It is recommended that the descriptions should be deleted or 
changed into other definite expressions.) 

Claim: 1 

The description of "if it is necessary" does not define what 
situation needs it, and consequently it renders the invention indefinite. 

{It is recommended that the description should be deleted or 
changed into other definite expression.) 
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
